The Irvine Idiots 

Even after the release of a damning audit, Larry Agran and his apologists still think all’s swell at the Great Park 


I n a Jan. 14 reaction to the latest scath¬ 
ing, independent audit of his financial 
mismanagement at the proposed Orange 
County Great Park, Larry Agran—Irvine’s 
legendary Demo¬ 
cratic Party boss- 
played the shocked, 
wounded victim 
like only a 35-year, 
career politician 
could. Agran pouted, 
acted confused and 
tossed onto under¬ 
lings all accountabil¬ 
ity for any possible 
“very disturb¬ 
ing irregulari¬ 
ties.” Though 
he’s the reigning Southern California 
king of unapologetic cronyism and 
backroom deals, he declared himself a 
champion of “financial propriety.” 

The 50-page summary of the 
recently completed forensic audit 
by Hagen, Streiff, Newton & Oshiro 
(HSNO) details how Agran spent years 
bungling the Great Park project and 
diverting large sums to enrich play¬ 
ers in his own political machine. One 
of the more egregious findings was 
that he’d handed three of his cam¬ 
paign operatives at least $174,500 per 
month—that’s not a typo: per month!— 
in no-bid, government contracts for 
alleged public-relations tasks at a park 
that still hasn’t celebrated a real grand 
opening. For that malfeasance alone, 

Irvine residents should boot Agran 
and his squawking council sidekick, 

Beth Krom, from public office. 

But if the tainted spending doesn’t 
outrage, perhaps you might not like 
Agran’s hamfisted attempt to argue 
this HSNO audit is irrelevant by 
rewriting history and reshaping real¬ 
ity. Several years ago, he dismissed 
another disturbing audit detailing 
secrecy and puzzling spending by equating 
himself to a modern-day Frederick Law 
Olmsted, who had to be “creative” finan¬ 
cially. We now know Agran’s imagination 
has run wild. 

For 14 years, he has been promising 
“the most extraordinary park” built in the 
21st century at the site of the mothballed 
El Toro Marine Corps Air Station, and by 
gosh, it’s there. Auntie Em. Just close your 
eyes, click the heals of your ruby-red slip¬ 
pers three times, and you won’t see the 
vast emptiness of Agran’s non-accomplish¬ 
ments. Close your eyes extra-hard, and 
you can see in dreamy haze the promised 
stately museums on par with the Smithson¬ 
ian, NFL-worthy sports stadium, college 
campuses, war memorial, wildlife park, 
seemingly endless hiking trails, lakeside 
amphitheater, boardwalk and a 2.5-mile, 
manmade canyon. 

With his eyes open at the public hearing 


on the audit, Agran—who made a quixotic 
run to win the Democratic Party’s 1992 
presidential nomination—tossed truth aside 
and incredibly declared, ‘We’ve delivered!” 

In March 2003, Agran guaranteed to me 
on the record that Orange County’s Great 
Park would not only be more impressive 
than San Diego’s Balboa Park (1,200 acres) 
and New York’s Central Park (843 acres), 
but also massively larger, with 2,800 acres 
of open, public “parkland,” and he got pissy 
that anyone would question his numbers. 

For years, he and his allies employed 
those false claims and called their politi¬ 
cal candidacies “The Great Park Team” to 


keep control of the city, as well as the $1.6 
billion project. 

Here’s the reality: Not a single major 
item of Agran’s park master plan—a plan 
he wasted several years and $50 million 
to concoct—exists. And get a load of these 
additional facts: In 2006, the size of the 
project was chopped in half to 1,347 acres. 

It has now dwindled to a mere 220 acres. 

In Agran’s view, that is “progress” that crit¬ 
ics of his corruption—people he calls “gas 
bags”—refuse to appreciate. 

“I’m proud of what we’ve achieved,” he 
said, and then noted the audit’s findings 
of incompetence, secrecy and malpractice 
“just don’t compute.” 

(Fittingly, councilman Jeff Lalloway 
observed it’s time to drop “great” from the 
title and call it what it is: just another gov¬ 
ernment park plan.) 

There’s no mystery about the cause of the 
park’s shrinkage. Its coffers are relatively 


empty after Agran and Krom (and their 
onetime third council ally, Sukhee Kang) 
spent more than $133 million and somehow 
forgot to build the promised park. Krom 
angrily defended all the wasteful contracts 
to the well-connected, campaign operatives 
as necessary, pre-park construction “com¬ 
munity outreach.” She slammed the audit- 
including sworn statements that Agran 
secretly ordered staff to allow his buddies 
to convert fixed-fee contracts into lucrative, 
open-fee arrangements. For example, four 
firms offered to complete various Great 
Park tasks for $5.1 million, won the jobs by 
placing the lowest qualified bids, and then 


quietly filed dozens and dozens of “change 
orders” that inflated their pay to $14,825 
million. The audit reasonably labeled the 
tactic both excessive and questionable. 

“Oh, my God, are we on an HBO sus¬ 
pense thriller?” mocked a sour-faced Krom 
to the auditor who’d presented the findings 
at the Irvine City Council session. 

Dan Chmielewski—a PR man by day, 
as well as an unrepentant defender of 
Agran/Krom corruption and co-owner of 
TheLiberalOC.com—fretted in a Jan. 13 
blog post that the audit revelations might 
influence voters in upcoming city elections. 
Chmielewski opined that the real villains 
who emptied the Great Park coffers aren’t 
Agran and Krom, who unquestionably con¬ 
trolled spending from 2002 to the end of 
2012. Instead, he wants the public to believe 
the people who “wasted” park funds were 
council members who were in the minor¬ 
ity and powerless during the entire period. 


Christina Shea and Steven Choi. According 
to Chmielewski, the Republican majority 
that took control of the city in 2013 and 
ordered the audit should not have hired 
HSNO—who performed forensic auditing 
in the ENRON and Bernie Madoff scandals. 
He says they should have instead used 
Agran-controlled city bureaucrats to write 
the report because they have “objectivity.” 

Back in reality, the willingness of key city 
bureaucrats and contractors to keep the 
public in the dark is alarming. The audit 
cited staff-approved, public notices as mis¬ 
leading or dishonest about park finances 
and contracts. Krom wasn’t bothered by 
the cheating or by the lack 
of cooperation the audi¬ 
tors received. For example, 
Stu Mollrich ordered 
investigators not to ask any 
questions of employees at 
Forde & Mollrich, the big¬ 
gest recipient of Agran’s 
questionable PR contracts. 
Marsha Burgess, once a 
government employee 
involved in the PR con¬ 
tract shenanigans and a 
Krom pal, refused to field 
a single question. Bureau¬ 
crats working for Sean 
Joyce—the $369,000-per- 
year city manager hired by 
Agran’s council majority 
in 2004—blocked audi¬ 
tors from accessing city 
records that might explain 
money flowing through 
various accounts. 

“I think you’ve gone out 
of your way to make peo¬ 
ple’s actions appear more 
sinister than they are,” 
complained Krom, who is 
such a la-la-land character 
that she described the audit 
as “maybe titillating,” but 
certainly not “useful.” 

The Agran lapdog has demonstrated a 
fondness for uttering inadvertently hilari¬ 
ous gobbledygook. She may outdo herself 
this year. Though it was her allies who shut 
down auditors from following the park 
money trail in several instances, she had 
the audacity to complain the report is an 
“incomplete set of data.” 

Someone famous once observed, “Facts 
are stubborn things.” But Krom apparently 
has a contrary view. As if discrediting the 
audit and saying something meaningful, she 
stated, “I think facts need to be understood 
as how important and significant they are.” 

In other words: Move on, folks. There’s 
nothing here to see. Don’t stare at this 
grisly collision of truth and shameless 
propaganda. Oh, and by the way, how 
about putting our Agran team back in 
power in Irvine?

The crowd at His Place are the kind 
of people the Bible tells us Jesus might 
have actually hung out with—the people 
society doesn’t want, the un-savable. And 
his ability to focus the punk passion of 
his followers toward Christianity makes 
him a rare find in OC’s alternative-church 
culture. In the 18 years since Furey took 
over His Place, its population continues 
to burst at the seams, despite the church 
having no particular cachet with the 
hipster Christian set, no TV network, no 
reality show, no glass megachurch. 

It’s a simple place run by a humble, 
charismatic pastor who can look into the 
eyes of a coke addict, a thief, a worka¬ 
holic, and not only see a lost soul, but a 
bit of himself as well. Furey’s history of 
drug abuse, addiction, loss and recovery 
is harrowing, and though he doesn’t 
oversell it in every sermon, it plays a 
huge role in his journey through pastor- 
hood, whether he’s talking about his days 
as a dope dealer or losing his son to a 
heroin overdose. 

Once the doors close and Furey is alone 
with his fiock, nothing matters except 
that they are all there together and trying 
to find the same path. “We’re all broken; 
we all have issues,” Furey says. “You don’t 
get cleaned up to go to church. You go to 
church to get cleaned up.” 

urey remembers the first line of 
coke he snorted. 

It was April of 1977. A 22-year- 
old basketball coach at La Purisima 
Catholic School in El Modena at the time, 
young Furey traded a coke dealer (his 
future brother-in-law) a sizable amount 
of primo bud for a small baggy of white 
powder, which he stashed in his wallet 
until the fateful day he decided to do a 
bump before practice. The sensation is 
still vivid—the spark of neurons in his 
brain illuminating like neon signs on the 
Vegas strip, the fool’s sense of clarity, of 
utter godliness. 

“From the first moment, I was like. 
Wow! This is for me!”’ Furey recalls. 

An OC-raised Catholic, his child¬ 
hood had all the hallmarks of a typical 
religious upbringing—the schooling, the 


sacraments, the alcoholism. He also had 
a hidden cross to bear: being molested 
by his local priest—Father Michael D. 
Buckley—from the time he was in seventh 
grade until around the time he started 
high school. 

As a kid, Furey sat his siblings in a 
circle around him while he played priest, 
passing out fake paper Eucharist. He was 
a sharp boy who sometimes had trouble 
fitting in, especially at Mater Dei High 
School, where he attempted to be a jock 
on the basketball team but mostly ended 
up riding the bench. His drug use started 
with puffing joints in the school parking 
lot after class. 

Furey was quiet, so most people didn’t 
know he was a natural-born leader, the 
eldest of eight kids. When Furey was just 
17, his father—a hardworking product of 
the Great Depression—passed away of 
pancreatic cancer at age 49. Though the 
two hardly spoke, the early death of his 
workaholic father convinced Furey that 
being a workaday slave wasn’t the way to 
go. He started dealing coke and weed on 
a regular basis. Meanwhile, he helped to 
raise his siblings and mentor his brothers 
as their basketball coach at La Purisima 
until cops nabbed one of his young cus¬ 
tomers, who had a ledger with all the 
drugs he’d bought from Furey. Within 
days, Furey was busted and fired from his 
coaching job. 

Still intent on his sketchy line of work, 
Furey became a mule in a short-lived, 
four-person, dope-smuggling ring in 
1979; their mission was to fiy to South 
America posing as two male-female 
couples on separate flights. They traveled 
from Ecuador to Peru and keistered a siz¬ 
able amount of coke to bring back to the 
U.S. through LAX, but the DEA busted all 
four at the airport; three were charged, 
and two were convicted. Fortunately for 
Furey, the woman who accompanied him 
refused to rat him out. He managed to 
not incriminate himself during interroga¬ 
tion and miraculously avoided a body- 
cavity search. 

“I never thought we really had our act 
together, and by the time I tried to back 
out, I was told by the people who sent 
us that it wasn’t a possibility and that 
bad things would happen to me if I did,” 
Furey says. “It was one of the stupidest 


things I’ve ever done. I did get some good 
coke out of it, though.” 

Following his near-bust, Furey’s days 
as a street-level drug pusher were over— 
though he continued to use like a fiend, 
committing random thefts in a quest to 
remain high. He got a gig driving a truck 
for Budweiser at age 25, with routes all 
over Huntington Beach—up and down 
Beach Boulevard, liquor stores, dive 
bars, extinct hallowed haunts such as 
the Golden Bear. Furey soon married his 
girlfriend Therese, a slender, brunette 
beauty, the little sister of his longtime 
friend, the coke dealer who introduced 
him to his favorite poison. He’d known 
Therese for years, lived next door to her 
for a time and became smitten. 

Though the couple suffered because 
of Furey’s drug addiction, they started 
a family. A son, Gabriel, was born, fol¬ 
lowed by twin girls, Sarah and Bridget. 
Although he had a steady job working 
for Budweiser, Furey was stealing beer 
to buy coke, sometimes lifting about 100 
cases per week and selling them on the 
side for cash. “If you trusted me, I’d steal 
from you,” he candidly admits. He kept 
hundreds stashed for drug money while 
pitching in as little as $60 each week to 
take care of his family. 

“He’d dropped a lot of weight, and 
the connection was gone,” Therese says. 
“Something was going on with him that 
I was afraid of, and I feared he was going 


to either overdose or go to jail... but I 
loved him.” 

Despite being a hopeless addict, Furey 
still had a thirst for religion. He had 
stacks of books in his dingy home library 
about Buddhism and Hinduism, and he 
studied Paramahansa Yogananda’s Auto¬ 
biography of a Yogi. Furey often experi¬ 
mented with LSD to gain a “higher con¬ 
sciousness.” 

When he was 29, his childhood friend 
Kirk, who converted to Christianity 
while he was in college, came back into 
Furey’s life. They talked about gospel, the 
Apostles and God whenever they were 
together—Furey mostly just humored 
him, he says. 

One day, Kirk took Furey to El Camino 
Park in Orange, where he led his sick 
friend in reciting the Sinner’s Prayer. 

“I was expecting bells and whistles and 
bombs and whatever, and nothing hap¬ 
pened ... except I didn’t feel high,” 

Furey says. 

Instead, the only real effect of Furey’s 
studies of an all-forgiving God seemed to 
be his decision to go on a huge drug-and- 
stealing binge for which, he reasoned, he 
would ultimately be forgiven. The addict 
was living a dual life, now going to church 
on Sundays and being around people who 
looked and acted perfect and seemed so 
nice. It was as though they’d been given 
some sort of “magic sprinkle dust” that

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made them act that way, Furey says. 

After giving birth to the twins, Therese 
decided she had to take the kids and 
leave him until he got clean. Old photos 
of Furey holding their daughters, his eyes 
glassy and coked-out, are hard for him to 
look at now. But, at the time, Therese’s 
decision to leave made him livid. 

Finally, Furey experienced a life- 
altering change at a local fleabag, the Big 
A Motel, where he holed up after mov¬ 
ing out of the family’s house in Orange. 

He sat knee-deep in the frothy, emer¬ 
ald water of a mossy Jacuzzi, mentally 
replaying his lifetime of drug-addled 
screw-ups. Depressed and angry with 
Therese over the split, he went back 
to his room, fired up some porn on the 
crappy color TV, sat on the edge of his 
bed and cut up more lines to snort. It was 
in that dark moment, Furey says, that God 
spoke to him, an unmistakable booming 
tone that tingled the hairs on the back of 
his neck and straightened his spine. 

“What do you want out of life?” the 
voice asked, its echo Ailing the room. 

As soon as he heard that question, 
Furey says, he burst into tears. 

“I was 29 and a half years old. I had 
nothing going on in my life. I just wanted 
my kids,” he says. The next day, he agreed 
to go with Therese to Care Unit rehab, 
formerly in Orange. 

By 1985, Furey had sobered up and was 
busy giving testimony of his struggles 
for sobriety at three different churches 
through a Christian 12-step group called 
the Overcomers. He became a model 
employee at his job; he had even Tessed 
up to his boss about the beer he had been 
stealing for years. Miraculously, the boss 
excused it and didn’t Are him, though per¬ 
haps it’s fitting penance for a recovering 
addict to drive a beer truck for a living. 

The young gun in the Overcomers 
impressed the organization, particularly 
an early mentor and group ministry 
leader of his, an older vet named Jess 
Maples. When Maples died abruptly 
a year later, Furey was elected to run 
Maples’ 12-step Christian group, even 
though at the time he would describe 
himself as biblically illiterate. “I had 
this drunk guy in a meeting once, and I 
[thought I] was quoting from the Bible, 
and he goes, ‘Hey, dude, I don’t know 
ever 3 Thing, but I know that’s wrong!’ 

And that’s been my walk with God pretty 
much,” Furey explains. “I’ve been in it 
and learning while I’m doing it.” 

In 1988, Furey signed on to become a 
chaplain for the OC Rescue Mission in 
Tustin, despite the dramatic cut in pay 
compared with his former truck-driving 
gig. He was ordained as a pastor the fol¬ 
lowing year. 

He came across a tiny, unknown church 
in Huntington Beach called His Place 
in 1996 that was in need of a new head 
pastor. With more than two decades of 
expertise in drug rehab, he was equipped 
to be a fisher of men and women who 
were already caught on one drug or 
another. His style of ministry has always 
been fiery and charismatic in a Jim Car¬ 
rey style—lots of shouting, arms flailing 
and the occasional bout of physical com¬ 
edy. And he could speak directly to those 


who were rough around the edges. From 
Furey’s first sermon, it was clear the quiet 
His Place was about to undergo some 
drastic changes. 

O n a recent Friday around 7 p.m., 

the church is bustling with people. 
Weekly AA meetings for men and 
women are a big deal at this church and 
typically draw large crowds. 

Among those in attendance are Jonny 
Ray Bartel, a co-pastor, and Chris Jones, 
a pastoral intern, both of whom are band 
members of a local Christian punk band 
called the Heroes. Bartel, who is also a 
bassist for X’s country folk offshoot the 
Knitters and formerly of big-time blues 
band the Red Devils, is a blond rockabilly 
type with Chuck Taylors and an impec¬ 
cably greased pompadour. He sits a few 
chairs away from guitarist Jones, an 
enthusiastic, darker-haired version of 
Mike Ness in a tight gray shirt and gold 
wristwatch; the ink on his knuckles spell 
out “SICK” on one hand, “LIFE” on the 
other. He has adapted the meaning of 
SICK to “Soldier In Christ’s Kingdom.” 

His Place migrated to Westminster in 
April 2012, as the number of followers bal¬ 
looned to around 500, vastly outgrowing 
the tiny, old facility in Huntington Beach. 
Thanks to in-house fund-raising, philan¬ 
thropy and financial help from the inter¬ 
national fellowship Assemblies of God, 
they were able to turn the drab new com¬ 
pound into a refurbished 27,000-square- 
foot space that suits their needs. Today, 
most of the ministries are run by reha¬ 
bilitated worshippers—including a good 
number of local musicians—who’ve had 
their lives turned around by faith. 

Sitting in the circle of couples and sin¬ 
gles with Furey at the center of the large, 
plain room, Bartel and Jones take turns 
sharing stories about how this church 
really helped them in their struggles with 
organized religion, not to mention their 
commitment to stay clean from heroin, 
their shared former deadly substance of 
choice. Since joining the church, Jones 
says, he did relapse after being clean for 
eight years, but he fought back, and on 
Jan. 27, he’ll celebrate one new year of 
sobriety. A lot of that is thanks to Furey, 
whom Jones says stuck by him when the 
guitarist was terribly sick and fighting 
hard to kick his habit again. 

“He even let me stay at his house one 
weekend,” Jones says, quipping, “prob¬ 
ably because his wife was on vacation! 

But he saved me, man. And he’s rolled up 
his sleeves and ministered to me through 
hard times.” 

Jones and Bartel are no strangers to the 
alternative-church scene—both worked 
with another local church in Huntington 
Beach before moving to His Place. They 
agree it was Furey’s straight talk and 
humility about his past that drew them in. 
Bartel jokingly calls Furey the Stevie Ray 
Vaughan of Preachers. 

“There’s nobody better, and he doesn’t 
act like he’s bitchen. Most really good 
guitar players act like jerks, but Stevie 
Ray was always super-sweet and super¬ 
cool and helpful,” Bartel says. “One thing 
I like about the way Joe preaches is that 
he shares his limitations and his sins and 
he’s super-transparent, whereas a lot of 
pastors are really afraid to really expose 
their human side_[Furey is] very rare.” 
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For Matt Maynard, a stocky, tattooed 
former white-power thug from Hunting- 
ton Beach who went into AA dried out 
and sick, with chiseled teeth and an ankle 
bracelet, this was the first place that gave 
him a kind of unconditional acceptance. 
Of course, getting clean still didn’t lead to 
an easy road—in the several years he has 
been at His Place, Maynard has gotten 
married and found employment, but also 
experienced the death of a best friend and 
the suicide of his sister. Those last two 
events might’ve caused him to go on a 
week-long bender, but his sense of loyalty 
to Furey and the people there kept him 


level-headed. Or, as he puts it, “a nerd 
with a paint job.” 

He explains, “You can put this paint job 
on any one of these guys in here, and you 
ain’t gonna know the difference. We’re all 
still the same peeps.” 

Mike Worley, one of His Place’s 
enthusiastic prospects, is part of the 
men’s group ministry. Men Account¬ 
able to Christ (MAC). Sitting next to his 
colleague Jeff Soumokil, Worley says 
his own past as a guy in the punk-rock 
scene and the attitude of those who’ve 
been healed through his church are the 
best ways to convert people who are 


masters of putting up emotional walls 
just by their appearance. 

“God has raised up a special group 
of people who aren’t afraid to go to the 
fringe,” says Worley. “As a matter of fact, 
we’ll walk into it, and if it gets too soft, 
we’ll go look for another place.” 

Over the years. His Place pastors have 
grown accustomed to picking up vans full 
of people, bringing them to church from 
sober-living homes. But many hear about 
His Place through word of mouth. 

Scott Troske, a former bassist of OC 
punk heroes Drain Bramaged, as well as 
the Addicts, went from doing a bid in the 


state penitentiary to now serving at the 
church; he teaches youth Sunday school 
and hopes to become an ordained minis¬ 
ter. “I used to sing songs and be in bands 
that openly mocked God and religion— 
that was just our way of life and how 
we looked at the world,” he says. “I look 
back at some of those old songs, and I see 
a totally different person. Am I perfect? 
No—but nothing like I was.” 

In fact, Troske’s sentiment is actually 
the slogan on the church’s marquee, the 
first thing people see when they drive up: 
“A Perfect Place for Imperfect People.”

T he His Place Furey preaches in 
now resembles nothing of what it 
was when he started. The origi¬ 
nal congregation was little more than 
30 people in two schoolhouse-looking 
buildings totaling 5,200 square feet, 
with just two toilets. Most of the par¬ 
ents were iiber-traditional God-fearers 
who home-schooled their kids. Though 
Furey was ready to unload his knowl¬ 
edge about recovery, his gritty message 
wasn’t very welcome. 

“There are people who didn’t like the 
whole recovery thing, who didn’t feel like 
they needed to recover from anything,” 
says Soumokil, who has been with the 
church since its Huntington Beach days. 
“Their lives were apparently just perfect. 
So they left.” 

Soon, most of the conservative congre¬ 
gation-including the board of directors— 
decided to split. The crowd on Sundays 
turned into a hodgepodge of the homeless, 
feisty Southern Baptist types, alcoholic 
bankers, prostitutes, punkers and people 
barely holding themselves together. 

Furey preached several times each 
week in an effort to rebuild the church 
crowd while also serving at the Rescue 
Mission as a chaplain. Meanwhile, his 
family had been put on the back burner. 
His own kids were also developing a 
negative outlook toward church; each of 
them dabbled with drugs and alcohol. “I 
became a workaholic for the Kingdom of 
God,” Furey says. “And my kids paid the 
price, and my wife paid the price.” 

Still, he was understandably shocked 
when one of his daughters, Bridget, 
wound up pregnant at age 16. The other, 
Sarah, joined the Navy at 18. Gabe had 
grown into a bright guy with dyed 
jet-black hair and tattoos and was an 
accomplished drummer in local Chris¬ 
tian metalcore band Iron Sharpens 
Iron—and he was developing a secret 
addiction to pills. 

“My siblings all felt it,” Sarah says. 

“And it’s understandable because my dad 
was running the entire show and didn’t 
have the people to back him up. I under¬ 
stand now, but back then, it was more like 
we came second.” 

But that resentment from his kids did 
not compare to the devastation from

Gabe’s tragic death years later, just when 
everything seemed to be going right for 
him. On Aug. 17,2011, Gabe was found 
dead on the floor of the family’s down¬ 
stairs bathroom in Orange. He was just 29 
on that hot afternoon. Gabe and his new 
wife, Katie, had just moved back in with 
his parents while starting up a new busi¬ 
ness, playing in his band and coping with 
his pill addiction. Authorities found only 
one needle mark on Gabe’s arm, but it 
was from the lethal dose that took his life. 
The loss was indescribable. 

“I was pissed off,” Furey says. “I felt 
like God didn’t have my back. I felt like, 
for 25 years, I fought to help people in 
this arena, and he let it take my son. That 
just ain’t cool.... It’s the most devastating 
thing that ever happened to me.” 

He was at his lowest point since his 
days as an addict, Furey remembers. Days 
after Gabe’s death, he stood in his back 
yard at dusk, holding a Bible in his hand, 
challenging God to make sense out of 
what had happened to his family. “Arro¬ 
gantly, I said, T know this thing pretty 
good. Even the best theologians don’t 
know the fullness of God’s word. What 
can you show me to comfort me?”’ 

It was then, Furey says, he heard God’s 
voice again, booming in his ears. “You 
want comfort; I’ll show you heaven!” 

Throughout his spiritual journey of 
street-level ministry, rarely had Furey 
done any in-depth studies on heaven, 
even as a pastor. The epiphany started 
him on a three-month obsession to find 
everything he could about the pearly 
gates. He poured over books and scrip¬ 
ture that described the place he believed 
his son had gone. 

The search gave him solace and 
strength, enough to start a new grief- 
recovery ministry at His Place. After 
crying every day for the past two years, 
Therese is finally starting to feel joy 
again. In the process of grieving for her 
son, she has realized, along with Furey, 
that they are now comforted by the 
church community they created. Instead 
of judging them or whispering about 
them in the pews, the outcasts they’ve 
helped to save are the ones who helped 
them through their darkest time. 

“Just to know who Jesus is and who he 
hung out with-it was the people who go 
to our church; they’re my closest friends,” 
she says, flicking away tears. “They’re just 
real, and I like that.” 

F or as long as he can remember, 

Furey says, he would always start 
every new year at His Place with a 
theme. The idea sounds corny until you 
see how many of them include battle met¬ 
aphors. Last year, the theme was “Take 
New Territory.” The result? On Feb. 16, 
they’re opening a second His Place at its 
former Huntington Beach location. Its 
primary objective is to be a church that 
focuses on broken and blended families. 
Sure, it could’ve spent more money on a 
better sound system or flashier amenities, 
but that was never what brought people 
to His Place to begin with. 

“I think some churches, if I were to 
complain about them, like to build up 
instead of out,” Furey says. 

The motto for this year is “Destroy the 
Works of the Enemy.” For that job, Furey

has embarked on a new project, Gabe’s 
Homes. To be run by longtime ministry 
leaders Ross and Jamie Martinez, they’ll 
be focused, short-term sober-living con¬ 
dos near the church that will not only 
give people a place to stay, but also pro¬ 
vide classes on finance, job hunting and 
tithing, as well as help them to get clean 
of their addictions. 

A couple of weeks ago, led by Sons of 
Thunder, a rough-and-tumble ministry 
working adjacent with His Place, dozens 
of men gathered for an AA meeting that 
was also a celebration. A few members 
were presented with sobriety chips; 
they’d been dry anywhere from 1 to 15 
years. Slices of store-bought chocolate 
cake were passed around. Furey sat in the 
back with Jones. 

The crowd was just as mixed as it is 
on Sunday—suit-wearing profession¬ 
als, grizzly blue-collar men and teenage 
youngsters looking as bored as ever. One 
guy who was asked to share his testi¬ 
mony wasn’t really in the mood to speak. 
He said he’d just pissed away 27 months 
of sobriety by going on a binge three 
weeks ago. He sat cross-legged in his 
chair, his right foot jittering as he stared 
at the ground. 

“Right now, I’m so angry at myself 
that it’s almost tough to say I wanna do 
the right thing, or that I want it all to be 
okay,” he says. “Why would you wanna be 
nice to a guy that you hate? That’s how I 
feel about myself.” 



When he finished, 

Jones piped up from 
the other side of the 
room. He also knew 
the pain and self- 
loathing of backsliding 
into addiction. But he 
shared what Furey 
had taught him about 
why none of that 
matters when you’re 
still in a fight for your 
life and looking for 
help. “Just because 
you relapse, dude, 
doesn’t mean that all 
that you picked up 
for 27 months is out 
the window. All we 
have is today—that’s 
it. There’s a few guys 
in here that have put 
a few todays together. 

... It’s been a hard 
year, but I haven’t had 
a drink over it, and 
I’m grateful for that. God’s a good guy, but 
he’s not a magic wand.” 

As Jones said that, Furey smiled, crack¬ 
ing a side glance at someone he’d help 
to save who was now trying to talk sense 
into another lost soul. It’s a cycle he prays 
for continuously, one he talked about a 
few days later on Sunday while facing 
his congregation of the damaged, the 
recovering and the faithful. The message 
of the sermon was on the power of mind 
control, the battle between new ways of 
thinking versus old beliefs. It’s a theme 


you could find in any number of songs 
from the Dead Kennedys or Fugazi, only 
its power is being drawn from the pulpit 
instead of the mosh pit. Thanks to Furey 
and a spiritual place to call home, Christ’s 
wounded warriors are coming one step 
closer to winning the battle for their 
souls. Of course, no sermon is complete 
without a few wisecracks to lighten the 
mood—and a request for five more min¬ 
utes to finish his final thought. 

“I can look around this room, and I 
know many, many of you ... the first time 


I met you, you were high or drunk.... 
Well, you came to the right place,” he says 
as he scans the room to a roar of laughter. 
Furey tilts his head down, smiling, and 
joins in, laughing with them, not at them. 
It’s not as though he has ever been in a 
position to do otherwise. 

“Usually, the clergy are really close to 
God, and they don’t sin like everybody 
else, and the laity is different,” Furey says. 
“No, we’re all in the same boat. I sit in a 
different position, but I’m in the boat.”

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The Warhol of Raw Fish 


Atun does artful sushi and even better yakitori in Bixby Knolls

I Ve often likened sushi to art in these 
reviews. Most of the time, I wasn’t 
being literal, but maybe I should’ve 
been. Sushi chefs—especially the modern 
kind who specialize in rolls—are closer 
to painters and sculptors than cooks or 
chefs. They use squirt bottles of Sriracha 
and Kewpie mayo instead of brushes and 
raw fish in lieu of clay or paper, but the 
end products can often be as beautiful 
and unique to their style as a Warhol or 
a Monet. 

Atun Sushi in the Bixby Knolls neigh¬ 
borhood of Long Beach may just be the 
first sushi joint I’ve found that takes the 
art thing to the next level. At minimum, 
the chefs garnish almost every other 
dish with a curl of celery and a carrot 
flower. But on a few plates, they take 
the time to trace the teriyaki sauce to 
form the branches of a cherry blossom 
tree; the blossoms themselves are drawn 
from dollops of mayo and bits of fruit. 

One afternoon, I ordered what I thought 
would be just an ordinary sushi roll, but 
the plate came decorated with very con¬ 
vincing hot-rod-style flames painted from 
splotches of Sriracha, mayo and eel sauce. 
It was about then that I realized sushi 
isn’t like art; rather, sushi is art. 

The restaurant itself resembles a 
woodcarving masterpiece. The walls are 
made from recycled German pine stacked 
unevenly, as though it were an unfinished 
game of Jenga. Yes, it’s a trendy space— 
as all post-Nobu sushi bars that serve 
martinis and bowls of edamame have to 
be—but unlike a lot of those I’ve been to 
lately, it feels warm and accessible. It’s 
the kind of place in which I can imagine 
myself slurping a comforting bowl of 


hot udon soup on a cold night—except 
it’s not served here. Atun dabbles mostly 
in yakitori, sushi and tempura. There’s 
teriyaki, but it’s limited to two lonely 
dishes of beef and chicken I’ve not seen 
anyone actually order. The point at Atun 
is to graze the small-plates menu, take 
in a few rolls, then wash down the sticks 
of yakitori with a soju-based cocktail, 
marveling at the artistry Atun takes in 
everything it does. 

Though you could keep a menu handy 
and order in stages, you should eat most— 
if not entire—meals from the big black¬ 
board of specials that change daily. There 
are hits including the house sashimi: one 
of them consists of pearl-white slices of 
halibut with kumquat, the whole thing 
sprinkled with micro-diced citrus and 
laced with a tart sauce that will remind 
you of Italian crudo. But there are also 
misses such as the Japanese beef short 
ribs, which looked exactly like Korean 
galbi, yet with significantly less flavor. 

The miso cod was faultless, however, 
melting as if it were pudding here as it 
does ever3rwhere else. 

One of the prettiest dishes Atun con¬ 
structs has four seared scallops topped 
with tiny cubes of mango salsa, an eda¬ 
mame puree dramatically smeared across 
the plate with a calligrapher’s flourish. 
Yes, the bland paste doesn’t have much 
to contribute other than its presence as 
something green, but as it is in the art 
world, it’s okay if form trumps function 
once in a while. 

More proof of this are the blocks of 
Himalayan rock salt used as the serving 
tray for the sushi. Atun touts the concept 
on its website, but I didn’t see even one. 


None of the sushi I ordered was served 
on a rock salt block. The Bixby Roll, for 
instance, was presented on a regular plate 
embellished with the artful touches I 
mentioned earlier. The roll didn’t need 
much improvement an3rway; inside this 
warm, compacted, tempura-fried cyl¬ 
inder, there was asparagus, imitation 
crab, tuna, and yamagobo, all tucked in 
tight and crispy on the outside. But most 
important, it avoids a common affliction 
of deep-fried rolls: There’s no rice to turn 
into a gummy paste in the heat. 

While the sushi is beautiful and mostly 
great, the yakitori is spectacular. There’s 
a chicken sausage that’s packed around a 
bamboo stick, then basted over the grill 
to sweetness; it ends up tasting akin to 
the Japanese version of koobideh. The 
pork belly skewers are even more thrill¬ 
ing, lightly seasoned with five-spice and 
cooked so well the meat is indistinguish¬ 
able from the fat. Skip the shrimp kushi- 
yaki, though, which are ho-hum when 
compared to the tender steak skewers 
and, well, every other item on the list 
wrapped in bacon. 

If you dare, ask for the homemade 
chocolate wasabi ice cream for dessert. 

I couldn’t stand to wince through more 
than a spoonful of the stuff, but it dem¬ 
onstrates how Atun is willing to take the 
risk. As with all art, there’s no accounting 
for taste.

Your Palate

P ink. Whether you visit Gia Hoi dur¬ 
ing the morning or at night, you'll 
be bathed in pink. Neon pink. Pinkthat 
comes from tubes that ring the walls of 
the oddly shaped restaurant (occupy¬ 
ing the corner unit of a strip mall, it 
resembles three die fused together). 
When you look down at your plate, a 
buzzing warmth envelops whatever you 
may have ordered, with only a swatch 
of neon green on the window to cool 
you down. 

It's an apt metaphor for the dive 
because you'll be sweating throughout 
your stay here. The air conditioning is 
one giant fan that blasts one way, across 
the length. The fine cha gio comes out of 
the fryer, spitting oil and glossy shards 
upon the table. The atmosphere remains 
consistently swamplike, as almost 
everyone will be slurping and digging 
through at least one steaming bowl of 
bun bo Hue, the pho of Central Vietnam 
except far more exciting. If pho is the 
ultimate Vietnamese comfort food, then 
bun bo Hue is that jigger of bourbon you 
swig from a flask during a funeral, all 
about spice and zing and a lemongrass 
blast in the broth. You'll be asked if you 
want it with all the fixings, and you do: 
a giant cube of congealed pig's blood, 
a huge trotter complete with fat, bone, 
tendons and jellied skin; fish cake and 
fish balls; and a broth that falls just to the 
safe side of the Geiger counter. And then 
come the sides: a Mekong Delta of herbs 
that includes everything from banana 
blossoms to rau ram, plus a canister of 
pickled garlic slivers. It's a rude soup, but 
it's a beautiful one, and Gia Hoi's bowl is 
one of the best in Little Saigon. 

If you want something prim and 
proper? Tough. Gia Hoi is one of the 
area's relatively few restaurants that 
specialize in the cuisine of Central 
Vietnam. The only dishes you might rec¬ 
ognize are the spring and egg rolls—for 
everything else, you're going to need 
a Viet from Hue to guide you, from the 
banh beo (small rice cakes topped with 
ground shrimp or cracklings) to banh bot 
lot, shrimp dumplings made of tapioca 
flour that you scoop up with a sesame 
seed-studded cracker that makes a 
crawfish house seem as happening as 
an Applebee's. Tet's approaching, so 
make this coming Year of the Horse the 
year in which you finally learn to love 
Central Vietnamese grub. And get ready 
for the pink.

Bozeman to Irvine 

Scott McVean of PdM Kitchen 


I f you think you know PdM Kitchen, 
think again. While it may have sister 
bakeries and cafes, this particular 
spot near the intersection of Jeffrey and 
Alton has something the rest do not: 
dinner. Full-service meals of roasted 
chicken, flat-iron steak, plus beer and 
wine. This found within a chain not 
known for all of the above is a step in 
the right direction. We talked to the man 
responsible, Scott McVean. 

OC WEEKLY: We read that you are liv¬ 
ing the ''farm to table” concept. Could you 
elaborate on that? 

SCOTT MCVEAN: I’ve always been pas¬ 
sionate about sustainability, and I think 
everyone should know exactly where 
their food comes from. I knew 10 years 
ago that if I was going to emphasize sus¬ 
tainable, organic foods in my restaurants, 
then I should live the lifestyle—not just 
talk about our food being “farm to fork,” 
but actually live it. So I moved my family 
to Montana, where I’ve been ranching 
and learning to be more self-sufficient. 

I split my time between Orange County 
and my farm in Bozeman, where I raise 
my own beef, poultry, pork and eggs. 
When I’m there, I take care of the farm, 
the animals and cook daily for my fam¬ 
ily of seven.... I don’t know of any other 
local restaurateurs who actually live on a 
farm and raise their own food. 

How did the PdM Kitchen concept 
come about? 

I wanted to elevate the dining experi¬ 
ence of the PdM Cafe concept at Fashion 
Island, but that space isn’t big enough to 
offer the type of full-service restaurant I 
wanted to create. As PdM approached its 
25th anniversary, I thought it was perfect 
timing to expand and grow into a new 
location in Irvine. 

You’re making breakfast; what are 
you having? 

Fried eggs, Niman Ranch bacon, potatoes

and toast. Or, the “Scott’s Benedict” at 
PdM Kitchen. 

Where was your most recent meal? 

PdM Kitchen: our new burrito with steak. 
Your best recent food find: 

Smoked mashed potatoes at the Hyatt 
Newporter. I’ve since made them myself, 
and they were insane. I may add them to 
my menu. 

Most popular item on the dinner menu: 
Fish tacos. 

Weirdest customer request (and did you 
do it?): 

When we first opened in Irvine, someone 
came in asking if we had birthday cakes 
because they thought we were a tradi¬ 
tional bakery. We do make bread, muffins 
and pastries fresh daily on the premises, 
but we don’t make cakes, so we weren’t 
able to accommodate them. 

Favorite places to eat (besides your own): 

I really enjoy anything by Hillstone Res¬ 
taurant Group, such as R+D Kitchen, our 
neighbor at Fashion Island. 

Where does the restaurant name come 
from, and why was it shortened? 

When I first started, I had a tiny store¬ 
front in Balboa and named it Pain du 
Monde, or “breads of the world,” because 
I primarily baked bread. I later added 
muffins and pastries and shortened the 
name to PdM Cafe. It evolved into a cafe 
concept with breakfast items, and later, 
we added salads and sandwiches at lunch. 
At that point, locals were calling it “PdM” 
for short anyway. As I was planning the 
Irvine location, it made sense to change 
PdM Cafe to PdM Kitchen because it’s an 
elevated dining experience.

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Love of a Certain Age 

The glories of Gloria

W eVe entered an age in which 
people have no idea how 
old they are. Fifty-year-olds 
lament, “I still feel 30 in my mind”—and 
sometimes dress like it. Some 30-year- 
olds may cling to the destructive habits 
of their twenties, but plenty more march 
dutifully into full-on family-and-career¬ 
building mode, perhaps acting older than 
they need to. Now that people are living 
and staying healthier so much longer, our 
self-invention can go on seemingly for¬ 
ever. The bad news is we’re perpetually in 
between, and sometimes it’s hard to know 
how to be. 

The heroine of Chilean director Sebas¬ 
tian Lelio’s exuberant semi-comedy Glo¬ 
ria is right in the middle of the fiftysome¬ 
thing version of that in-between. We join 
her story already in progress but get the 
idea pretty quickly: Gloria (Paulina Gar¬ 
cia) has been divorced for 13 years and 
would, quite simply, like to meet a guy. 
The movie opens at a dance club filled 
with people around her age. The women 
are decked out in spindly high heels and 
vaguely sparkly dresses that stop just 
short of trying too hard. The men are 
neatly dressed in jackets, though some¬ 
how, they all look a little more shopworn, 
maybe a little less moisturized, than the 
women do. And still, the women want 
them. The music floating through the 


ersatz disco night is a mating call from 
ancient times, Donna Summer’s “I Feel 
Love.” A polite-looking guy strikes up a 
conversation with Gloria: “Are you always 
this happy?” It’s a wonderful question 
and a hard one, and it makes Gloria laugh, 
which is an answer in itself. 

By day, Gloria works at some unidenti¬ 
fied but stable and well-paying office job 
in Santiago. She’s close to her children, 
but they don’t have as much time for her 
as she’d like. She has plenty of friends, 
smart, engaged adults who kick into 
spirited political discussions at dinner. 
She lives in a nicely furnished apartment 
into which a neighbor’s scrawny, hairless 
cat keeps sneaking for visits—she com¬ 
plains to her housekeeper (Luz Jimenez) 
that its denuded tail is “like a mouse’s,” 
and she’s right, though the housekeeper 
responds with a plea for feline tolerance 
in the form of a fantastical story about the 
origins of the common house cat. (Appar¬ 
ently, the lion on Noah’s ark sneezed one 
out of each nostril.) 

Gloria does meet a guy, the more or 
less dashing Rodolfo (Sergio Hernandez), 
who seems enchanted by her. He looks 
fit, thanks to the gastric-bypass surgery 
he readily confesses to. And he is also 
divorced, though more recently than Glo¬ 
ria. He’s a former naval officer who runs 
an amusement park at which paintball

figures prominently—that ought to be a 
deal-breaker right there, but Gloria coasts 
with it. The suggestion is that a woman 
Gloria’s age can’t be that picky—and 
maybe it really is Rodolfo’s only flaw. 

Guess again. While much of Gloria 
tracks the ups and downs of the Rodolfo 
affair, it’s really all an excuse for us to get 
to know her. Lelio—whose best-known 
movie, in the States at least, is prob¬ 
ably 2005’s The Sacred Family—seems 
to know what he has in his star. Garcia’s 
Gloria is radiant, in an averagely pretty 
way. Even her adamantly retro oversized 
1980s glasses can’t diminish the delicate 
vibrancy of her features. Gloria looks her 
age, whatever that means for a woman 
in her late fifties in this age of non-ages. 
But the point, as Garcia implicitly makes 
clear, is that no matter how young you 
may feel, the whispering reality is that 
time is running out. When Gloria’s eye 
doctor diagnoses her with glaucoma and 
tells her she must use eye drops “every 
day for the rest of her life,” the flash of 
disbelief on her face says everything. 


That’s such a very long time—or maybe 
not such a long time at all. 

Garcia won the Silver Bear for best 
actress at the 2013 Berlin International 
Film Festival, and it’s a bummer that 
more U.S. critics’ groups didn’t pick up 
on this astute, alert performance. (Gloria 
was the official Chilean entry for this 
year’s Academy Awards, though it didn’t 
earn a nomination.) When I saw the 
movie last year, I overheard someone 
call it a “midlife-crisis drama.” The com¬ 
ment was clueless for lots of reasons, 
most notably because there’s no crisis in 
Gloria at all, which is what makes it so 
marvelous. It features several sex scenes 
in which middle-age bodies—really 
post-middle-age, when you think about 
it—are fully revealed, yet not gaudily or 
cruelly displayed. These sequences work 
as a counterpart to the hungrier, more 
romantically libidinous ones in Abdel- 
latif Kechiche’s Blue Is the Warmest 
Color—they simmer rather than cook, but 
they’re no less moving. 

Gloria doesn’t need a guy; she just 
wants one. This is what desire looks 
like when it’s freed from desperation. A 
friend in his late sixties once asked me, 
with genuine, yearning curiosity, “When 
do you stop wanting it?” There’s no uni¬ 
versal answer, but it’s hardly a new ques¬ 
tion. Gloria offers an answer for the age 
of the ageless.

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GIMME SHELTER Gimme Shelter 
demonstrates that Vanessa Hudgens 
should be considered the valedicto¬ 
rian of her High School Musical class. 
Hudgens convincingly chops nine 
years—nine!—off her age to play 
pregnant foster teen Agnes, a.k.a. 
Apple. Writer/director Ronald Krauss 
keeps his camera in Hudgens' face 
like he's looking for a fight, but she's 
still unrecognizable: hair hacked, 
face pocked with piercings, body 
thickened with an extra 15 pounds, 
and a feral anger in her eyes like a 
dog that's been beaten since birth. 
Apple's hard to like and harder to 
trust, but Hudgens makes us feel the 
desperation of having zero impulse 
control. And give Krauss credit for 
saying the word "abortion," some¬ 
thing Judd Apatow didn't dare in 
Knocked Up. But when Apple and her 
fetus flee a clinic, he can't possibly 
ask us to agree that Hudgens' violent 
dumpster-diver would make a fit par¬ 
ent. But he does. And here's where 
we're asked drop the politics to see 
Gimme Shelter as the story of one girl 
and not a prescription for a nation. Or 
really, the story of the real-life woman 
behind the girl: Kathy DiFiore, a for¬ 
mer abused wife and homeless mom 
who turned her house into a shelter 
for pregnant teens. DiFiore, played 
with empathy and steel by Anne 
Dowd {Compliance}, is the hero of 
Gimme Shelter; and Hudgens' Apple 
is just the star. But though the arc of 
the film is saccharine as a Precious 
Moments figurine, Hudgens is too 
honest to believe in simple, happy 
endings. Squint closer at this broken 
doll and she's still furtively flipping 


the world the finger. (PG-13) Amy

AUGUST: OSAGE COUNTY Without 
big truth-telling scenes, grand, great- 
lady, Meryl Streep-type actors would 
be out of work. Hell, Meryl Streep 
would be out of work. But for now, 
at least, August: Osage County, John 
Wells' film adaptation of Tracy Letts' 
Pulitzer Prize-winning Broadway 
hit, keeps her out of the bread line. 
Streep plays Vi Weston, the pill- 
gobbling matriarch of an Dklahoma 
plains family who can't open her 
mouth without some version of her 
idea of the truth popping out: Women 
get uglier as they age; children who 
leave home to lead their own lives are 
ungrateful wretches; and so forth. In 
the big dinner-table scene—because 
that's where the biggest truth bombs 
always get dropped—Vi, hopped up 
on pills, presides over her motley 
brood with cruel, woozy authority, 
her terrible mouth motoring on. Vi 
rules the roost, just as Streep rules 
the scene. No other performer—not 
Julia Roberts, not Chris Cooper, not 
Ewan McGregor—can get in her 
way. August: Osage County, bitterly 
funny in some places and numbingly 
earnest in others, is just too much 
Streep. But all is not lost. Some of her 
fellow actors are resourceful enough 
to reconstruct themselves after being 
obliterated. Roberts comes off as 
the most relaxed performer here, the 
one who keeps pulling the story back 
into the territory of movies. She has 


the face, and the presence, for it: 
bone structure that fills up the frame 
but doesn't knock it out of joint, an 
easy way of laughing that can also 
betray depths of bitterness, and those 
impossibly liquid eyes. Unlike Streep, 
she makes it look easy. (R) Stephanie 
Zacharek. Countywide. 

THE INVISIBLE WOMAN A tale of love 
complicated—if not thwarted—by 
prior responsibilities, intractable bar¬ 
riers, and the rigid high-society norms 
that frustrate its Victorian characters' 
attempts to live as they so desper¬ 
ately want. The Invisible Woman 
finds Ralph Fiennes proving as adept 
behind the camera as he is in front of 
it. Fiennes' film, his second as direc¬ 
tor, examines the secret love affair 
between Charles Dickens (Fiennes) 
and young actress Nelly Ternan 
(Felicity Jones), with a script based 
on Claire Tomalin's nonfiction study of 
the affair. The story comes in flash¬ 
backs: Nelly remembering the bond 
she shared with the great author 
when she was just 18, a relationship 
that began after she and her sisters, 
guided by her protective mother (a 
captivating Kristin Scott Thomas), 
acted alongside Dickens in his 
playwright-friend Wilkie Collins' (Tom 
Hollander) production of The Frozen 
Deep. Trapped in a loveless marriage 
to Catherine (Joanna Scanlan), a 
loyal and resilient woman who glares 
at her husband with adoration and 
distrust, Charles sees in Nelly vibrant 
beauty and intelligence. Despite 
their incompatible positions and 
obligations, feeling soon blossoms 
between them, even as it becomes 
increasingly clear that acting upon 
it will result in misery for themselves 
and their loved ones. The Invisible 
Woman is poignantly attuned to its 
characters' sorrow—born from thorny 
circumstances that have no suitable 
resolution. That's in large part thanks 
to Fiennes' artistry as a filmmaker. 

He employs a magnificent classical 
touch, repeatedly fixating on the 
image of the independent, adult Nelly 
walking furiously along a windswept 
beach. His direction is precise and 
passionate, as are the performances. 
Jones gives a star-making turn full of 
subtle sorrow and strength. (R) Nick 
Schager. Edwards WestparkS, Irvine. 

JACK RYAN: SHADOW RECRUIT 
With Jack Ryan: Shadow Recruit, the 
latest entry in the somewhat patchy 
canon of Tom Clancy adaptations, 
Kenneth Branagh enters more real¬ 
istic territory than his blockbuster 
Thor —provided your idea of realism 
is elastic enough to embrace the 
adventures of a dutiful young CIA 
agent who races the clock to stop a 
megalomaniacal Russian financier 
from blowing up Wall Street. This spy 
flick is half silliness, half swagger, but 
Branagh's arms-akimbo impudence 
as a director makes it work. Chris 
Pine plays Jack Ryan, a promising 
young student at the London School 
of Economics until 9-11 changes 
everything. He joins the Marines and 
barely survives a chopper crash in 
Afghanistan, coming close to losing 
the use of his legs. Luckily, a young 
doctor-in-training at his rehab orders 
him to "Walk, damn it!" or words to 
that effect. And since she's played by 
Keira Knightley—a woman with the 
eyes of a seductress and the jawline 
of an adorable baby shark—he dares 
not disobey. Meanwhile, CIA elder 
William Harper (Kevin Costner, now 
in full-on silver-fox mode) recruits 
Ryan to work as a plant at a Wall 
Street firm, keeping an eye out for 
hinky funds transfers that could sig¬ 
nal terrorist activity. Ryan accepts, 
eventually heading to Moscow for a 
field assignment, where he crashes 


a thug's head into a hotel bidet. 
Branagh orchestrates all this with 
Zeus-like aplomb: Bodies fly, taking 
chunks out of plaster, and Ryan is 
visibly shaken by his first kill—the 
weight of what he's done hits us just 
when it hits him. Pine is a Jack Ryan 
whose patriotism isn't likely to over¬ 
ride his conscience. (PG) Stephanie 
Zacharek.

LONE SURVIVOR Here's a movie that'll 
flop in Kabul. Lone Survivor, the latest 
by Battleship director Peter Berg, is 
a jingoistic snuff film about a Navy 
SEAL squadron outgunned by the 
Taliban in the mountainous Kunar 
province. After four soldiers—played 
with muscles and machismo by 
Mark Wahiberg, Taylor Kitsch, Emile 
Hirsch, and Ben Foster—get ID'd 
by Afghan goat herders, they're in 
a race to climb the nearest summit 
and summon an airlift before these 
civilians can alert local leader Ahmad 
Shah. It doesn't go well. Berg's flick 
is based on the memoir by sole 
evacuee Marcus Luttrell (played 
by Wahiberg)—and that's only a 
spoiler if you've ignored the title; 
Luttrell didn't exactly write his book. 
Rather than sitting in front of a word 
processor, he was back in action in 
Iraq. Instead, the Navy hired novelist 
Patrick Robinson, who, among other 
embellishments, upped the number 
of enemy Taliban fighters from 10 to 
200. Hey, whatever—those aliens 
in Battleship weren't real, either. 

The near-wordless second half is a 
deadly dubstep of bullets and snare 
drums punctuated with the occa¬ 
sional curse. And the film actually 
gets worse when the guys open their 
mouths. When they debate whether 
to kill the three goat herders who've 
stumbled onto their hiding place, 
Foster grabs a teenager and insists, 
"That's death. Look at death." And 
when the firefight starts, he bellows, 
"You can die for your country—I'm 
going to live for mine." We're meant 
to cheer, not that anyone in my the¬ 
ater did. But there will be audiences 
who do, and I'm not entirely sure I'm 
comfortable with what they're cheer¬ 
ing for. This is death. Look at death.

THE NUT JOB It makes sense that 
The Nut Job has more nut-related 
jokes, puns, and entendres than other 
films less concerned with squirrels. 
But a running count yields only 13, 
including the title—a stingy number, 
considering the film's proliferation 
of opportunities, including a climax 
hinging on nuts in sacks. This ani¬ 
mated feature's script doesn't shy 
away from low-hanging fruit, though, 
indulging in slapstick, wacky voices, 
and wildlife-themed insult humor, but 
the filmmakers really threw off their 
restraints with the animals' exuber¬ 
ant, beefy farting. Surly Squirrel (Will 
Arnett) sees himself as an antihero, 
plundering nut stands for his winter 
stash during a lean year when the 
other animals in Dakton Park are 
expecting to starve. After accidentally 
destroying the small supply of food 
stockpiled by the squirrels, raccoons, 
moles, and other urbanized woodland 
critters. Surly is banished from the 
park and has to make his way on the 
city's mean, rat-infested streets. He 
discovers a lifetime supply of food at 
a nut shop beneath which the film's 
bad guys are digging a tunnel into 
the vault of a nearby bank, and the 
two heists coincide. The film's visuals 
evoke 1940s urban America, with vin¬ 
tage cabs, fedora-wearing wise guys, 
Irish cops, and low-browed palookas, 
but the generic period affectation is 
undermined by anachronistic jokes 
and some totally gratuitous "Gangnam 
Style." Good-natured and completely 


forgettable, the film includes Brendan 
Fraser, Liam Neeson, and Maya 
Rudolph as the best character, a 
pug who feels guilty about her lack 
of aggression toward rodents. (PG)

PARANORMAL ACTIVITY: THE 
MARKED ONES It's usually only 
white suburban people who fall prey 
to movie ghosts and demons. That's 
why it was a stroke of genius to set 
Paranormal Activity: The Marked 
Ones in a semi-urban Latino neigh¬ 
borhood, a place where multiple gen¬ 
erations of family often live under the 
same roof, where your neighbors are 
so close, you can hear them through 
the vents in your bedroom. The first 
half of The Marked Ones is lively 
enough, and funny enough, to work 
on its own merits. Jesse (Andrew 
Jacobs) and Hector (Jorge Diaz) are 
best pals who have just graduated 
from high school but who haven't 
given a single thought to the future. 
Life is short! Why not do dumb stuff 
and record it on a borrowed video 
camera? Jesse sends Hector bumping 
down a wooden staircase in a plastic 
laundry basket, preserving the event 
for posterity. Meanwhile, that witchy 
downstairs neighbor is murdered, and 
when Jesse and Hector break into her 
apartment, they find stuff like crude 
cow figurines and possible bonelike 
objects—though none of that stops 
them from trying to turn the space 
into a love shack when they meet two 
local hotties at a party. There's no 
formal logic as to why the characters 
are filming the found footage, and 
on the sliding scale of shaky-cam 
standards. The Marked Ones is really 
shaky. Bring Dramamine, or a barf 
bag. The big problem is the picture's 
tone: In the second half, specifically. 
The Marked Ones is nastier and more 
mean-spirited than any of the other 
Paranormals. (R) Stephanie Zacharek.

RIDE ALONG Forget going soft— Ride 
Along proves Ice Cube's got bigger 
image problems than kiddie movies 
and Coors Light commercials. It's not 
his Hollywood career that makes him 
a sellout. It's not even that the brave, 
bigmouthed teen who co-wrote "Fuck 
tha Police" grew up to play a cop. 

It's that the rapper and activist who 
recorded 1992's The Predator, a furious 
album about the Rodney King attack, 
is now embracing exactly the kind of 
violent, entitled, civil-rights-crushing 
cop he once demonized. Director Tim 
Story and his four-man screenwriting 
team think the height of hilarity is Ice 
Cube smacking around civilians. Like 
Observe and Report, this ego-tripping 
law enforcer is cynicism disguised as 
comedy. The only difference is Seth 
Rogen knew his character was an 
asshole meathead. Cube is convinced 
he's the hero. I bet kids who've been 
stopped and frisked will crack up 
when he threatens to falsely accuse 
a boy of assaulting a police officer. 
Maybe they'll double over during the 
scene where he shrugs off the shoot¬ 
ing of an unarmed man. You know 
who wouldn't smile at that? Young Ice 
Cube. For what it's worth, his Atlanta 
detective has two problems, and a 
conscience about ignoring the rules of 
engagement ain't one. First, the force 
is sick of him pursuing an unknown 
mastermind named Dmar, and second, 
his sister (Tika Sumpter) is engaged to 
marry a 5-foot-2 high school security 
guard (Kevin Hart) who Cube grumbles 
is "about a chromosome away from 
being a midget." When Hart convinces 
his brother-in-law-to-be to let him tag 
along for a day. Ride Along shifts into 
cruise control as just another cop 
comedy. But here, the joke's on us.

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Heartful of Hollow 

Trudy and Max In Love explores true romance, American hipster style

T here isn’t a great deal of new ground 
trod in Zoe Kazan’s new play, Trudy 
and Max In Love. Relationships 
are difficult. Love is complicated. People 
attempting to find their heart in the world 
are ill-equipped to do so with another per¬ 
son seeking the same. 

But that doesn’t mean Kazan’s play is 
generic. The actress/writer who penned 
the 2012 indie LlmRuby Sparks supplies 
sparking dialogue in her intelligent, if at 
times a bit too breathy, exploration of urban 
romance circa 2014. And while the end 
result isn’t exactly revelatory or ground¬ 
breaking, it’s difficult to walk away from 
her play without wrestling with one’s own 
issues, history and choices waged upon the 
eternal battleground of human connection. 

On the surface, both Trudy (Aya Cash) 
and Max (Michael Weston) have it made. 
She is a 27-ish writer of young-adult fic¬ 
tion. The first novel of her series has 
been published, she’s happily married to 
a journalist covering the 2012 presiden¬ 
tial campaign, and she appears happy 
and content to be living and working in 
Brooklyn. Max is a 37-ish writer of more 
serious fiction. He has won awards, been 
profiled in national magazines and seems 
equally content to be living in New York 
City for the first time in his life. 

But a play about two successful, well- 
adjusted people doesn’t make for much 
high-stakes drama, and indeed, it’s read¬ 
ily clear that both Trudy and Max have 
holes in their souls that life in the Big 
Apple doesn’t exactly fill. We see those 
holes appear, widen, ebb and flow after 
the two meet in a writer’s group (basi¬ 
cally a big empty room with a long table 
and a coffee maker that’s intended, appar¬ 
ently, to spark creativity and discipline 
in people who may grasp that writing is 
something one does alone in a room, but 
who can’t seem to do it just in any room 
with only themselves). 

During the 100-or-so minutes of the 
play, we learn a great deal about what Max 
and Trudy feel about relationships and 
each other, but we don’t know everything 
about their pasts. And that’s one of the 
strengths of Kazan’s play (incidentally, she’s 
the granddaughter of legendary film and 
theater director Elia Kazan, and that’s just 
cool). As she writes in the play’s produc¬ 
tion notes. Max and Trudy’s relationship 
exists both in the real world of deadlines 
and commitments and in the private world 
of two hearts yearning for genuine con¬ 
nection. Yes, the baggage from their past 
is always present, but, as in any fledgling 
relationship, there is the constant hope 
of reinventing oneself within the orbit of 
another. Everything is fresh and exciting, 
and even though the audience can see the 
looming potholes in their romantic road, 
their connection is so real it’s difficult to not 
root for them to make it, even if there’s the 


occasional temptation of wanting to slap 
some sense into both. 

That slapping stems from an annoying fly 
in this dramaturgical soup (along with the 
annoying hipsterish writing room, usually 
populated by one or two other characters 
banging out their blog or magnum opus 
on equally annoying MacBooks). Max and 
Trudy don’t seem to have to sweat for any¬ 
thing. They’re the kind of bright, creative, 
well-educated, financially secure twenty- 
and thirtysomethings who absolutely exist 
in America—none of whom you probably 
know. Yes, Trudy’s husband is always on 
the road, working. Yes, Max’s issues with 
commitment help make him feel lonely in a 
city of 8 million. But they really don’t have 
to worry about anything. They have pub¬ 
lishing deals. They either own their home 
or date models. They don’t have to worry 
about how they’re going to make rent, how 
to pay for the dentist, whether to pay the 
gas or cell phone bill. 

So, even though Kazan’s treatment of 
their romance feels genuine and sincere. 
Max and Trudy, for all their wit and smart 
talk, are a bit unlikeable. Characters who 
know themselves too well—both their 
attributes and their flaws—can be a drain, 
and the fact two such intelligent charac¬ 
ters seem oblivious to the writing on their 
respective walls undermines the emotional 


resonance of the play. Both Cash and 
Weston do the most with their spoiled, 
mostly oblivious characters, eliciting strong 
performances. And director Lila Neuge- 
bauer’s Spartan, streamlined production 
helps to make for a quick and funny play 
that, when it rises above its heady brain, 
truly shines. 

There’s a peek at the play’s powerful 
potential in the final scene, in which the 
two characters reconnect after a consider¬ 
able absence. For the first time, both Max 
and Trudy seem truly real, not following 
lusty impulses or idealistic sentiment. Both 
have grown, albeit in ways neither would 
have expected at the beginning of their 
affair. And that provides a silver lining to a 
play that sounds very smart but ultimately 
feels a bit hollow. That may be the best one 
can hope for when a relationship sours, 
turns cold or just breaks apart in dramatic 
fashion—or withers away through neglect: 
that when the emotional roller coaster 
finally stops and genuine contemplation 
occurs, you’ve learned something, an3Thing, 
about yourself

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Are Zines Making a 
Comeback, Too? 

Our nostalgia for all things analog might lead you to think that, 

but the answer isn’t so simple

T his Story couldVe been titled 
“Everything Old Is New Again,” 
but that isn’t necessarily accurate. 
Still, when you look at what pop-culture 
aficionados are digesting these days, it’s 
easy to think so. 

Records. Cassettes. Betamax tapes. 
Typewriters. Rotary phones. Wrist- 
watches. Something about our all-touch¬ 
screen, right-here-right-now, all-digital 
lives has people fetishizingthe tactile 
and the physical, which is evident by the 
resurgence of vinyl (according to Nielsen 
SoundScan, vinyl sales reached $6 mil¬ 
lion in 2013), the fact that labels such as 
Burger Records are releasing new music 
on tape, and zines. 

Yup, zines. 

The stapled, photocopied, cut-and- 
paste products—a medium invented by 
sci-fi geeks, then co-opted by punks— 
were considered the best DIY way to 
promote new music, talk to up-and- 
coming bands, and unleash vitriol against 
the Man. You didn’t need an editor (or 
even spell check!), and you could com¬ 
municate with other members of your 
subculture, whether you were a new 
wave or Riot Grrrl fan—even though you 


were geographically spread out—to share 
ideas. Some were more sophisticated 
than others (Comethus, Not Your Bitch), 
depending on the creator’s skills. But 
they were all totally labors of love. 

And they still are. They’ve been pop¬ 
ping up in local music stores, comic-book 
stores and coffee shops. They may not 
all be about music anymore, but there’s 
a resurgence in a medium that many 
considered dead when blogging became 
popular. Santa Ana’s Santanero publishes 
1,000 copies quarterly. Fullerton’s Comic 
Book Hideout recently hosted a Zinefest 
night, at which people could swap zines 
and listen to local bands. Oddly enough, 
record shops say they don’t carry as 
many zines as they used to, but alterna¬ 
tive spaces are covering that niche. Book- 
Machine in Fullerton is an independent 
bookstore and publisher for many local 
zines, and its proprietor, author and 
teacher, Jesse La Tour, actually helps 
people create their own labors of love. 

So what gives? Last year, JWT Intelli¬ 
gence conducted a survey that found that 
while people use digital formats because 
of ease, speed, convenience and cost, 
physical formats have an emotional com¬ 


ponent that can’t be replaced. This trans¬ 
lates into a nostalgia for things from the 
past, especially for digital natives such as 
millennials and Gen Xers, who vaguely 
remember what it was like to hold on to 
media before digesting them. 

Which means that these days, if you’re 
an artist looking for a real counterculture, 
you’re going to go way back to forms of 
expression that aren’t readily available, 
downloadable or accessible anymore. 

La Tour is the author of many zines, 
including such titles as Why I Ran for 
City Council and Other Essays and The 
Corporate Music Monster: The Story of 
Good Bands Who Now Suck; he founded 
BookMachine in 2010 when his Hibble- 
ton Gallery moved to the Magoski Arts 
Colony. But even before that, he was an 
obsessive collector of zines—an obses¬ 
sion that, he says, corresponded with his 
late-in-life (at 30—he’s now 34) discovery 
of hardcore punk and the DIY ethos. 

“It’s a way to go around the traditional 
publishing models, where you don’t need 
someone to bless you and tell you your 
work is good enough,” he says. ‘When I 
was writing my novel, I thought. Maybe

it sounds crazy, but Fmjust going to keep 
making my books, and one day, someone 
will be like, F like it, and Fllpublish it/” 

Embracing the DIY mindset had other 
perks: It was inexpensive and tactile. ‘You 
could just have 25 copies of a book and be 
pumped if people got it,” he says. 

Zines also foster the idea of localness and 
community. “One of my goals is to kind of 
spread the gospel of zines and show people 
that you can make a book right now,” La 
Tour says. “Finding the store is key—people 
come and hang out in BookMachine, and 
just finding out it exists inspires them to 
work on their own stuff I’ll even work with 
people to make one if they’re interested.” 

Fostering community is the same senti¬ 
ment expressed by Eric Cocoletzi, founder 
and editor of Santanero. Unlike other DIY 
projects, Santanero has an actual staff and 
sponsors, which are concentrated in Santa 
Ana. “We’ll talk about art or an artists’ coali¬ 
tion or bands,” Cocoletzi says. “It’s whatever 
we want, and that’s the beauty of zines—you 
can do whatever the hell you feel like.” 



interviews with city intellectuals, profiles 
on musicians and random doodles—are also 
published online. “If it’s time-sensitive, it 
goes online,” he says. “We like being a zine 
instead of a magazine because we can go 
crazy with it. We’re not beholden to politi¬ 
cians or corporations. And it’s all from per¬ 
sonal experience.” 

Ted Trager, a 28-year-old high school 
English teacher from Long Beach, sells his 
20 Dudes zine at BookMachine. It features 
drawings of various men whom he finds 
interesting—from artists to musicians such 



SANTANERO 
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Cocoletzi started Santanero in 2012 
partly because he felt like Santa Ana was 
getting popular for all the wrong reasons. 
“People were coming to Santa Ana—espe¬ 
cially downtown—to get fucked-up and 
party, and they were forgetting about 
the art,” he says. “When I was younger, 
we used to hang out in cafes with under¬ 
ground poets, artists and musicians. It was 
very underground, and that’s what made 
it very cool. I felt like it was important for 
people to know about the other side of 
Santa Ana that’s not looked at anymore 
and is underappreciated.” 

He chose to publish Santanero as a paper 
product because, Cocoletzi says, “I grew up 
with an old-school mentality.

Luckily, many of the zine’s spon¬ 
sors—merchants in Santa Ana’s downtown 
area—were really supportive. “They said 
they’d back me up if it was about art and 
culture in Santa Ana from a real actual citi¬ 
zen’s point of view—someone who actually 
lives here and was born and raised here.”

as Ornette Coleman and authors such as 
Philip K. Dick. 

Growing up in Visalia—where, accord¬ 
ing to Trager, nothing ever happened—he 
began writing zines as a way to make 
things happen in his town, as well as con¬ 
nect to the outside world. Sure, the Inter¬ 
net has surpassed zines in terms of music, 
he says, “but zines still have a place in cul¬ 
ture. Sending someone a zine through the 
mail is more lasting and more meaningful 
than a blog post. Tangible media feels 
more studied.” 

He adds, “Zine production is in the same 
ballpark as blogging, but like my phone.” 

He pulls out an old flip phone. “I love being 
able to touch these buttons when I’m calling 
someone. It’s made counterculture a genera¬ 
tional thing. I don’t feel comfortable with an 
all-digital, screen-based life. Other people’s 
lives are wrapped up in machines. I don’t 
think it’s good or bad; it just is what it is.”

Away 

Exploring Wooden Shjips’ 
strange beginnings and 
sky-gazing psych rock

W hen most people are looking to 
seriously launch a new project 
of any kind—a business, a team, 
a band—they aim to snag the best, most 
experienced, most reliable talent around. 
But guitarist/vocalist Erik “Ripley” Johnson 
took an entirely different tack when putting 
together Wooden Shjips in the early 2000s. 
Inspired by the Velvet Underground’s use 
of untrained drummers Angus MacLise and 
Maureen Tucker, Johnson aimed to popu¬ 
late his new group with people who had 
zero experience making music. 

“The first thing you learn are the cliches,” 
Johnson told the Chicago Tribune last Octo¬ 
ber, around the time of Wooden Shjips’ lat¬ 
est foray into uptempo, charming, spaced- 
out psychedelic rock. Back to Land. ‘"You 
walk into Guitar Center, and you hear guys 
playing cliches. Those are hard to unlearn. I 
figured if I find non-musicians, it would be 
easier not to have them play cliches. I could 
teach them two chords.” 

The experiment didn’t work. After a 
short time together, without an album or 
concert to their name. Wooden Shjips’ origi¬ 
nal lineup collapsed. Still, when Johnson 
rebooted the San Francisco-rooted (now 
partially Portland, Oregon-based) act in 
2006, he kept Nash Whalen. Raised on clas¬ 
sic rock. Grateful Dead and, later, grunge, 
Whalen played the guitar in the first Shjips 
incarnation and mans the keyboard in the 
second. The 42-year-old’s abilities with 
those instruments were the results of for¬ 
tuitous hand-me-downs from relatives, but 
he had never really played music before the 
band came along. 

“[The initial experience] was definitely 
uncomfortable at times, but I always felt like 


if I knew what I was doing, then I would be 
able to do it,” Whalen says. Playing through 
the group’s written and rehearsed catalog 
onstage posed few problems. 

“But when you’re starting to learn new 
songs and write songs, that’s where it’s been 
the biggest challenge for me,” he says. “I’ll 
hear something in my head but not have the 
knowledge of how to reproduce it in any 
way, so I’ll really struggle at times, just try¬ 
ing to find what sounds are being inspired 
by the other band members’ playing.” 

For Wooden Shjips’ second go-around, 
Johnson brought in two experienced 
musicians—bassist Dusty Jermier and 
drummer Omar Ahsanuddin—but the 
group’s aesthetic fundamentals continue 
to stand askew. With their simple, repeti¬ 
tive patterns and a minimalist approach, 
the band have been stylistically compared 
to the Velvet Underground, Crazy Horse 
and the Stooges by the press, and Whalen 
openly acknowledges the likelihood that 
Shjips have been seriously inspired by 
them all. 

When writing songs together, the four- 
piece will often jam for 20 or 30 minutes 
or longer, repeatedly playing the same 
tune so they can concentrate on different 
segments. Then they talk about what they 
did and did not like. When band members 
want a portion altered or emphasized, 
they discuss the “essence” of that part’s 
idea versus a precise note change. “It 
takes away from the pressure of trying to 
re-create something that probably can’t be 
re-created exactly,” Whalen says. “If you 
can capture that essence again, then that’s 
what’ll make the song good and get into 
its groove.” 

Even though Wooden Shjips have expe¬ 
rienced bumps along the way, they have 
grown into a band with four full-lengths and 
heaps of shows under their belt. ‘We spent 
a lot of time the first couple of years learn¬ 
ing how to play together and how we were 
going to make our songs sound,” Whalen 
says. “At this point, we’re just at a really 
good place where we can jump in and play 
with one another really well.”

What Dreams 
May Come 

S outhern California is full of trans¬ 
plants seeking reinvention—particu¬ 
larly musicians. When a calm, low-key 
DJ/producer named Dreamlyfe came 
to us from Michigan, his goal was to 
push the limits of complex earphone 
EDM, making him right at home in OC's 
burgeoning underground beat scene. He 
hits air drums and taps an imaginary midi 
controller while recounting his musical 
background—his fascination with sound 
is obvious. The 24-year-old's eyes light 
up whenever he mentions playing live, 
and it's apparent he has no regrets about 
leaving his hometown to head west and 
test his limits. 

After spending his childhood behind a 
drum kit, Justin Olsen applied his affinity 
for percussion into what he considered a 
larger concept. "Electronic music is very 
percussive and syncopated," he says. "It 
had a rhythm that just drew me in. I was 
in bands for a while, but it was difficult to 
get everyone together under a common 
idea. When I started producing music on 
my own, I felt like I could put all my ideas 
into one place. It really opened up what I 
could do." 

Dreamlyfe recently teamed up with col¬ 
laborator ST4RF0X (nee Kevin Bernard) 
to create the EP Galaktik, due out in mid- 
February. Bernard's background in clas¬ 
sical and orchestral sounds coupled with 
Olsen's vision of dirty grooves gives the 
EP the potential to offer a fresh sound— 
no easy feat given EDM's endless catalog 
of remixes and influences. 

Over the past four years, Olsen has 
kept his head down and his ears open, but 


he recently earned gigs on lineups with 
Borgore and Excision and most notably 
nabbed a slot at last year's Lightning In a 
Bottle festival. 

Now in Huntington Beach, his electro 
hinges on bass lines, hip-hop and funk. 

The midtempo sound gives Olsen's tracks 
room to breathe. Like many transplants 
who spontaneously head west, Olsen was 
heavy on aspirations and light on funds. 
Unwilling to allow hardships to hold up his 
creative process, the multi-instrumentalist 
opted to be resourceful instead of artisti¬ 
cally stagnant. He used home instruments 
to form backbeats, formulated a midi 
controller out of an old keyboard and 
jumped into his career as a DJ/producer. 
After acclimating and adjusting to find his 
sound, he moved on to bigger and better 
equipment, but he never lost his fascina¬ 
tion with experimentation. 

"I'm going more toward funk electro 
right now. My new music is more centered 
on old-school funk from the '60s and '70s. 
I've been digging deep into artists along 
the lines of James Brown or Ohio Players, 
and then I build on those samples. I try to 
find something that has a lot of soul and 
heart already, that way, when I transfer it 
into electro, the music has warmth," Olsen 
says. "We have tracks that lean toward 
dubstep where it's actually me playing my 
keyboard on pieces of the song. That helps 
it feel raw and layered. Other tracks. I'll 
use a turntable to chop vocals or play the 
drums while ST4RF0X plays the trumpet 
and saxophone." 

Considering he has held a job since he 
was 14 and a Midwestern upbringing that 
encourages perseverance, Olsen's natural 
work ethic could definitely mean big things 
down the road forthe young DJ. Chances 
are he'll continue to find his way into the 
wild world of underground electro.

Crooners Lounge in Garden Grove and 
the Peanut Butter and Banana shooter 


A zteca is the type of Mexican res¬ 
taurant you’d expect to find in the 
shadow of Graceland in Memphis, 
not on Garden Grove’s quiet, quaint Main 
Street. But it has been there since the early 
1990s, in all its Elvis-loving glory. It’s hard 
to exaggerate the amount of Presley memo¬ 
rabilia that lines the walls, shelves, ceilings 
and showcases here, though a friend of 
mine once swore it’s the second-largest 
public collection outside of Graceland. 

After the kitchen closes and the dining 
room clears out, the party keeps going, 
hidden behind a pair of saloon-style swing¬ 
ing doors. The Crooners Lounge, attached 
to the restaurant but almost its own entity, 
is every bit as decked out in tributes to the 
King. In fact, the owner’s first piece of Elvis 
memorabilia was a framed picture of the 
singer from The National Enquirer, which 
hangs over Booth 1 in the lounge. It’s a 
small L-shaped room, with most of the real 
estate taken up by the bar and booths along 
the wall. No room for pool tables here, 
though there is a broken video poker game 
turned to face the wall and an Internet 
jukebox (you’d think they’d opt for an old- 
fashioned juke in a place like this). 

The fact that it’s secluded from the 
restaurant is great for sneaking away for a 
quick shot, away from family outings to see 
the monthly Elvis impersonator perform 
at the restaurant, as I’ve done—and have 
caught members of my family doing the 
same. I’ve also visited the Crooners Lounge 
as a destination, and the place was busy 
both times. On my nighttime visit, I sat at 
the end of the bar, near three men of vari¬ 
ous ages. I picked up a menu and perused 
the Elvis-inspired cocktail list. 

I wondered, is there a peanut butter and 
banana cocktail here? You bet there is: a 
shot made of Frangelico and DeKuyper’s 
banana-flavored liqueur. Sounded horrible, 
but I knew I had to try it for you readers. 
You’re welcome. The young bartender, 
Omar, shook me up (yes, they have a cock¬ 
tail called All Shook Up, too) a Peanut 
Butter and Banana shooter. Now, I know 
this won’t be everyone’s reaction, but at the 
first taste, the biggest smile spread across 
my face. It reminded me of my favorite 
childhood treat: banana Nesquik (so I was 
a weird kid). Other than the floating ice 
shards at the top, I was pleasantly sur¬ 
prised with the savory shot. 

Even though this place is a shrine to 
the King, I didn’t hear one Elvis song. In 
fact, there was quite a Lionel Ritchie block 
going on. A young guy with a baby-blue 
hoodie, the youngest of the three men to 
my right, put his head down on the bar-

top. “Wake me 
up when Lionel 
Ritchie is over, 
man,” he said to 
his companions. 

The larger 
man responded, 
“I have five 
more songs, so 
you’re going to 
be here for two 
more hours.” 

My guy asked

was drinking. “A michelada,” he said. ‘You 
ever had one?” 

“I have from the can,” Wes responded. 
They all laughed at him. 

“That shit is nasty,” Louie said. ‘You 
have to have the real deal. Omar, give him 
a michelada. When you have a hangover, 
these are the best.” He then spouted off his 
own recipe for the beer cocktail, adding,
